soap to the developer has been recommended by a high authority. Of course, 
In the first place, the purity of the soap to be lined must be ensured, and for 
this reason castlle soap, which can always be obtained from a pharmaceuti- 
cal chemist In satisfactory condition, may be named. From two to three 
gram7rir>8 of the soap having been nibbed down in a mortar with water, the 
solution is made up to 150 cubic centimeters. This solution Is used Instead of 
water In compounding the developer. As an example of its use the following 
particulars may be given: 
In developing a half-plate, sufficient of the soap- 


wnter to cover the plate is poured into the dish, then add 10 drops of Nos. 1 
and 2 or 3 drops of No. 2. The solutions referred to as No. 1 and No. 2 are as 
follows: No. 1.—Pyrogallic acid, 8 parts; alcohol, HO parts; glycerine, 8 parts 
No. 2.—Water, CO parts; sulphite of sodium, 12 parts; soda, 5 parts; glycer- 
ine, 10 parts.

When bottle No. \ Is empty No. 2 
will lie full, when the process will be reversed, the filter removing each 
time the dirty green sediment. 


Marks also occur In plalinolype prints as a result of placing them to 


dry upon a dirty surface, the highly absorbent paper soaking up stains, such 
as Ink or coloring matter. 
Only white blotting paper, perfectly clean, 


should, therefore, bo used for tills purpose. Marks due to dirty lingers, dust, 
etc., 
are best, removed by clean India rubber, light friction being used. Black 


(jpoi.i, due to plifholcH In the negative, can be picked out with a needle, the 
minute hole being afterward smoothed over with India rubber.—Amateur 
Photographer.

BREVITY AND ACCURACY. 


HEUK are many qualities necessary to success 
in modern business life; but there is none of 
more importance to a man holding a position 


responsibility than the power to make a 
of 
plain, straightforward, business-like statement, 
either by speech or in writing. The quality of 
fluency is not so much what is required as the 


qualities of accuracy and clearness, defiuitcness and brev- 
ity, tact and judgment. If we are not clear and precise it 
Is certain that those who listen to us will 
clear, when we have finished, than we 


shall pass from the sufferer to his neighbor, the sufferer 
wears the aspect of contentment, even though his heart la 
breaking. 


Our own practice Is quite the reverse. It considers the 


sufferer, not his friends. 
In order that not only may all 


know that lie Is in sorrow, but that some drop of that sor- 
row may pass from him to those about him, the bereaved 
person wears black. The direct purpose of wearing mourn- 
mg is not, we may be assured, to make an ostentation of 
grief, as some opponents of. the practice have thoughtlessly 
assumed. 
It is rather to epare the bereaved from the 


chance remarks of those who are ignorant of his afflction. 
It is worn that they may know, and avoid questions or 
blundering observations that may wound him. But even 
in this worthier and, we believe, truer view of the purpose 
of mourning emblems, the person whose comfort is consid- 
ered is the sufferer. The many are called upon to share In 
his woe to some extent. The emblem is the token of their 
compassion, not the emblazonment of his grief. 


We could not possibly get ourselves into the Japanese 


altruistic thought in this matter. It Is idle to talk about 
the abolition of the practice of wearing mourning. 
It Is 


probably Ingrained Into our nature to wear It. 
Yet Is It 


not possible that the practice of wearing a mourning band 
upon the sleeve overdone? Is not the thought of sorrow 
cheapened when, for a bereavement that often is not very 
near or intimate, the badge is conspicuously displayed on 
light-colored street clothes, work clothes and the veriest 
neglige, and borne lightly and apparently thoughtlessly In 
the crowded mart?—New York Mail.

beneath, and at the back, near the 
top, the opening for escape of smoke. 
(Ml the front of the stove, at the top. 
is a dial having three divisions—cold, 
normal and warm. The pointer on this 
dial connects w i t h the regulating rod, 
It being only necessary to place the 
pointer so that it indicates the temper- 
ature desired. 
The automatic regula- 


tor Is a metal rod, made of aluminum, 
which U preferable, 
although 
other 


metal alloys can be used. 
The regu- 


lating rod extends along the back of 
the stove and connects by other rods 
with the dial :U the top a,id the dam- 
per at the bottom. 
When the stove is 


cold the regulator barely touches the 


rod connecting with the damper. 
A 


fire being kindled, the regulator ex- 
pands, forcing the damper rod up and 
releasing the damper. The more heat 
generated the more the expansion of 
the regulator and opening of the dam- 
per. 
Thereafter by setting the pointer 


on the dial the stove will automatical- 
ly regulate itself.

ple followed their example, and smok- 
ing became a universal habit among 
the English. 
They began to Import 


largo q u a n t i t i e s of the Virginian weed 
and soon aff-cr learned to grow it for 
themselves. 
When the British agri- 


culturists had mastered the art of rais- 
ing tobacco at home and conquered 
the climatic di (lieu I lies at first encoun- 
tered in producing it, the practice of 
smoking was denounced in court. 


James I. issued a counterblast to 


the weed. 
Charles I. was no less op- 


posed to it. 
He also adopted strong 


mc-asures to discourage its use and 
prevent its cultivation. 
The church 


likewise took up arms against smok- 
ing. 
In spite of the 
royal 
edicts 


Against tobacco it continued 
to 
be 


grown surreptitiously to a larj; 
tent. 


Charles II. imposed such a heavy 


luty on the native article as, it was 
bought, would have the effect of ex- 
.•luding it from British crops. 
The 


increased tax, however, did not pre- 
vent large numbers from being inde- 


ndent of foreign countries for their 


supply of tills commodity. 
In those 


.lays it wns not as easy for the offl- 
•tals to make a long tour of inspection 
is it is now. Eventually, in 1782, a 
law was passed making H Illegal'to 
grow tobacco In any quantity in Eng- 
and. 
The same law, of course, ap- 


dicd to Scotland and Ireland. In tie 
utter country tobacco has traditions 
•haraeteristically its own.

rival there they were transported sev- 
eral hundred miles into the inferior tr 
the province that Is the home of th< 
enemy of the purple scale. There thi 
parasite made its home" In tho import
